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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


In  this  first  and  what  is  hoped  to  be  Annual  Report  of  the  Select- 
men, we  hope  to  outline  our  past  year's  action  and  explain  our  1983 
goals. 

The  Road  Agent's  truck  accident  occupied  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
presented  several  problems  relating  to  both  personnel  and  equipment. 
At  this  point  we  have  upgraded  most  of  our  equipment  and  made  nu- 
merous repairs  as  evidenced  by  the  over-budget  figure  in  the  General 
Expense  of  Highway  line  item.  This  figure  should  be  considerably  less 
in  1983. 

The  town  is  required  to  expend  its  revenue  sharing  funds  or  at 
least  a  portion  thereof  this  year  or  face  the  probability  of  losing  them. 
This  money  is  from  the  State  and  Federal  Governments  and  is  not 
raised  from  local  taxes.  The  articles  pertaining  to  revenue  sharing  in 
the  Warrant  reflect  what  the  Selectmen  deem  advisable  considering  the 
sum  available.  The  Town  loader  is  about  eighteen  years  old  and  is 
fast  losing  its  value.  We  have  looked  into  a  newer  machine  which 
would  upgrade  the  speed  and  loading  requirements  appreciably.  As  the 
Town  improves  its  roads  using  Highway  subsidy  funds,  more  and  more 
culverts  are  placed  to  handle  drainage.  Our  present  culvert  thawer  is 
in  need  of  repairs  to  become  safely  operational.  Even  with  these  re- 
pairs, the  machine  is  capable  of  thawing  only  one  or  possibly  two  cul- 
verts a  day.  We  feel  the  need  is  there  and  a  new  machine  is  appro- 
priate The  same  is  true  about  the  sanders  presently  in  use.  They  have 
been  repaired  numerous  times  and  continue  to  present  problems  at 
critical  times.  At  what  is  hoped  to  be  the  Annual  Budget  Hearing,  the 
need  for  revenue  sharing  funds  to  be  used  for  social  services  was  voiced. 
Hence  the  articles  pertaining  to  that  end  are  included. 

State  and  Federal  aid  to  local  towns  is  in  limbo  due  to  the  deficits 
faced  by  both  agencies.  It  is  with  this  situation  in  mind  that  we  have 
included  the  articles  pertaining  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  in  the 
Warrant.  This  money  would  be  placed  in  high  yield  accounts  and  hope- 
fully added  to  in  future  years,  to  be  used  as  the  Town  voted  on  new 
equpment  when  the  need  arose. 

Pertaining  to  the  proposed  budget  for  summer  and  winter,  main- 
tenance line  items  have  been  increased  to  accommodate  a  seven  per- 
cent increase  for  the  town  crew.  Town  officers'  salaries  have  been 
increased  as  follows:  Tax  Collector  and  Treasurer  to  $1,200.00, 
Auditor  to  $100.00,  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  $200.00,  Town 
Clerk  to   $100.00,  while  all  other  positions  remain  at  present  levels. 
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The  Town  Hall  has  been  insulated  and  the  basement  under  the 
Library  has  been  insulated  and  dry  walled.  A  new  door  also  was  in- 
stalled in  this  room  which  has  been  finished  by  the  volunteer  work 
of  the  Recreation  Committee.  The  room  will  be  used  as  a  supervised 
meeting  place  for  the  Town  Children.  The  Recreation  Committee  will 
run  this  project.  The  insulation  and  renovations  came  in  under  the 
$5,000  appropriated  at  last  year's  town  meeting. 

The  deficit  which  has  in  part,  caused  our  taxes  to  be  high  is  down 
to  $22,000  not  including  this  year's  contribution.  After  a  trip  to 
Concord  in  February,  we  will  have  more  accurate  figures  to  report. 
However,  the  real  fluctuation  in  our  tax  rate  is  caused  by  the  County 
and  School  budgets. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  townspeople  who  helped  us  this  year 
and  we  hope  to  count  on  that  support  in  1983.

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
administer  and  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  at  private  sale,  as  the  Selectmen,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, deem  equitable  and  just  (R.S.A.  80:42  (land  111)). 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  wUl  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by 
the  town  meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or  other  gov- 
ernment unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during 
the  fiscal  year  (R.S.A.  31:95-6). 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  with- 
draw the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  the  Dalton  Historical  Society  in  the  purchasing  of 
materials,  publishing  and  making  preparations  for  the  observing 
of  the  Bicentennial  of  the  Town  of  Dalton  in  1984.

13.  The  Whitefield  Senior  Citizens  Club  Inc.  members  of  a  non- 
profit organization,  would  like  to  se  if  the  Town  of  Dalton  will 
vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  dollars  to  assist  or 
fund,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Whitefield  Senior  Center,  for 
porgrams  for  the  aging,  and  the  administration  thereof,  with  the 
advice  of  the  New  Hampshire  Council  on  Aging,  Pursuant 
to  R.S.A.  167-AlO.

Ck)nclude  negotiations 
and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  government  of  Canada  that  will 
commit  both  nations  to  this  same  goal.  The  record  of  the  vote 
on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Congressional  Delegation  and  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States.   By  petition. 

19.  Today,  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  possess  50,000 
nuclear  weapons.  In  half  an  hour,  a  fraction  of  these  weapons 
can  destroy  all  cities  in  the  northern  hemisphere.  Yet  over 
the  next  decade,  the  USA  and  the  USSR  plan  to  build  over 
20,000  more  nuclear  warheads,  along  with  a  new  "generation" 
of  nuclear  missiles  and  aircraft  to  deliver  them  at  long  range 
and  high  accuracy.  Rather  than  permit  this  to  occur,  the  United 
States  and  Soviet  Union  should  stop  the  nuclear  arms  race. 

"Shall  the  citizens  of  Dalton,  N.H.  ask  members  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Congressional  delegation  to  support  or  co-sponsor 
a  resolution  in  the  U.S.  Congress  to:  Request  the  President  of 
the  United  States  to  propose  to  the  Soviet  Union  that  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union  adopt  a  mutual  freeze  on 
the  testing,  production,  and  deployment  of  nuclear  weapons 
and  of  missiles  and  new  aircraft  designed  primarily  to  deliver 
nuclear  weapons,  with  verification  safeguards  satisfactory  to 
both  countries. "   By  petition. 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALTON 
PLANNING  BOARD  -  1982 


Since  former  Planning  Board  Chairman  Bob  Bartle  was  elected 
to  the  Office  of  Selectmen  last  March,  I  was  asked  by  the  Selectmen  to 
fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  as  a  member.  My  first  official  act  was  to 
invite  state  Public  Utilities  Chairman,  Michael  Love,  to  Dalton  to  see 
firsthand  what  the  impact  of  the  proposed  high  voltage  powerline 
would  have  on  the  town.  Last  year,  the  Planning  Board  went  on  re- 
cord to  oppose  its'  construction  through  Dalton,  and  made  a  formal 
appearance  at  the  Site  Evaluation  Committee  hearings  in  Colebrook  last 
March  to  demonstrate  that  disapproval.  Hearings  continued  through 
November,  1982,  and  in  December,  New  England  Electric  Transmission 
(NEET)  withdrew  their  application  to  construct  the  powerline  through 
Coos  County,  thus  sparing  Dalton. 

Still  without  a  Chairman  last  fall.  Board  members  Zenaide  Bradley, 
Howard  Mooney,  Agnes  Mooney  and  secretary  Sue  Bean  asked  me  to 
fill  the  post,  and  I  accepted,  I  still  have  much  to  learn  and  am  grate- 
ful for  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  other  members. 

In  review,  to  subdivide  a  parcel  of  land  for  re-sale,  one  must  present 
a  plan  to  the  Board  showing  all  pertinent  information  such  as  boun- 
daries, lot  size,  new  roads,  prominent  landmarks,  etc.  This  plan  must 
have  the  registered  seal  of  the  surveyor,  architect,  engineer  or  other  pro- 
fessional person  who  prepared  the  map.  An  application  must  be  fiUed 
out  for  a  fee  of  $25.00.  If  approved,  the  subdivider  is  free  to  register 
the  map  at  the  County  Courthouse  in  Lancaster. 

In  order  for  a  subdivision  to  be  legal,  according  to  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  36:27,  the  subdivision  must 
be  approved  by  the  town  Planning  Board.  Penalty  for  transferring 
lots  in  an  unapproved  subdivision  is  $500.00  per  lot. 

During  1982,  seven  subdivisions  were  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board. 

As  always,  we  will  continue  to  act  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town 
regarding  its'  orderly  growth  and  development.

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DALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  your  Fire  Chief  for  the  Year  Ending 
December  31,  1982. 

This  past  year  the  Dalton  Volunteer  Fire  Department  had  the  best 
year  ever  -  firewise  -  only  nineteen  calls  and  nine  of  them  being  Mutual 
Aid.  The  rest  of  them  were  small  fires  except  the  one  structual  fire 
which  was  a  total  loss  because  no  one  reported  it  until  early  the  next 
morning  and  it  turned  out  to  be  arson.  The  responsible  party  was  lo- 
cated, dealt  with  and  found  guilty. 

Fire  training  continued  this  year  with  pumper  operations,  hose 
and  fire  streams  and  tanker  relays. 

We  had  five  new  members  join  the  department  this  year  making 
a  total  of  22  on  the  roster;  also  the  Fire  Police  was  organized  with  five 
members  from  the  inactive  firemen  roster.  Some  of  the  new  equip- 
ment purchased  this  year  was  a  radio  paid  for  by  cost-sharing  funds 
under  the  Rural  Community  Fire  Protection  Program.  These  federal 
funds  are  made  available  by  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  to  the  Division  of 
Forest  and  Lands  to  improve  Fire  Protection  in  rural  towns.  Also  300 
feet  of  1%"  hose  and  2  54"  ceiling  fans  for  the  fire  station. 

The  projects  that  the  firemen  worked  on  voluntarily  -  One  is  com- 
pleted and  one  is  not.  The  one  completed  is  a  rebuilt  tanker,  $2,700,00 
paid  for  by  the  Volunteer  Firemen.  The  second  one,  not  completed, 
is  a  kitchen  in  the  Fire  Station  and  being  paid  for  by  the  Volunteer 
Firemen. 

The    Ladies    Auxiliary    donated    a   battery    charger,   6  pair  of  fire 
gloves,  6  new  face  shields  and  lights  for  the  kitchen  in  the  Fire  Station. 

I  would  at  this  time  like  to  thank  the  Ladies  Auxiliary,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  the  citizens  of  Dalton  and  the  Volunteer  Firemen  for 
their  cooperation  and  understanding.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  business! 
This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws 
were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  program 
of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75  years, 
established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  con- 
trol. Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire 
is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the 
cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program. 
The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  war- 
dens, low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  depart- 
ments, and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local  governments 
provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  wardens  and 
deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest 
fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres  lost 
to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres  com- 
pard  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our 
entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

Annual  Report 

1982  was  a  good  year  both  financially  and  criminal  wise.  We  ended 
another  year  without  over  spending  our  budget.  The  number  of  cases 
was  down  considerably  compared  with  past  years.  The  only  exception 
to  this  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  auto  accidents.  We  ex- 
perienced an  approximate  increase  of  50%.  I  believe  this  was  due  in 
part  to  less  care  to  road  surfaces  and  our  becoming  too  lenient  in  most 
cases.  It's  all  right  for  me  to  do  "screwdriver"  transfers  of  my  number 
plates  from  one  vehicle  to  another,  but,  you  had  better  arrest  my  neigh- 
bor when  he  does  it.  This  is  an  all  too  common  practice  and  feeling  and 
only  ends  up  hurting  the  ones  who  honestly  do  try  to  abide  by  the  law. 

Some  people  still  persist  in  keeping  the  rumor  alive  that  I  am  going 
to  quit  and  that  the  selectmen  have  asked  them  to  take  over  the  job. 
I  have  yet  to  find  the  selectmen  who  have  offered  the  job  to  anyone 
else  nor  do  I  contemplate  at  the  present  to  quit  same.  These  people 
will  smile  in  your  face  while  at  the  same  time  be  trying  to  stab  you  in 
the  back.  But  cheer  up,  better  times  are  coming  just  as  Spring  and  the 
green  grass  is  coming  around  the  corner.  With  the  coming  of  better 
things  and  times  however,  we  will  become  less  lenient  and  start  clamp- 
ing down  harder  on  violators.  Do  not  take  this  to  mean  that  we  will 
issue  citations  recklessly  or  grudgingly.  I  have  yet  to  issue  to  any  per- 
son a  summons  or  effect  an  arrest  arising  out  of  any  rumor  or  the  hold- 
ing of  a  grudge.  When  one  is  issued,  you  are  doing  something  virrong 
and  have  probably  been  warned  about  it  in  the  past  on  more  than  one 
occasion.  We  will  continue  to  work  with  the  surrounding  towns  and 
different  agencies  in  the  coming  months  as  in  the  past,  and  thank  them 
for  the  past  and  future  support.
